The above was the subject of an ad- 
dress given by Sir Joseph Flavelle 
snd is reported in The 
Post of September 17th. ‘There are 
one or two extracts which I believe 
carry a very strong message to all 
members of our Co-operative Market- 
ing Association and will make an ap- 
peal to many who have not attached 
themselves to the very sound 
basic ideas of co-operation: 

“The purpose to co-operate with 
other men is a definite commital to 
such a course in a man’s own think- 
ing. Its exercise will be established 
only in the world in which men live 
—not some fancied world we conjure, 
and will be carried through with con- 
ditions as they are, faulty in some 
respects as they seem to be. 

“Co-operation in human relations is 
nu principle which cannot be taken on 
to serve selfish ends, and dropped 
when some other plan will better 
serve selfish ends, In its very nature 
it carries elements of unseltishness, 
and does not lend itself to tricky con- 
duct. It carries with it the implica- 
tion that the co-operating bodies will 
cach share in the benefits derived 
from co-operation. Men cannot hope 
to work under the name of co-opera- 
tion. and one of the parties claim all 
the advantage. Co-operation may be, 
and is, effectively practised in all) 
phases of life as a practical method. 
cf securing mutual advantage and 
profit. Yet the co-operative spirit 
which bids mountains be removed and 
cast into the sea, is an Inward grace 
vchich grows in contemp’ation of the 
second of the two great Command- 
ments: ‘Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself,’
